T पि policy of non-interferenco whien was introduced by Lord. Corn- 

wallis at the beginning of the nineteenth century left the States 
( Central India and Rajputana a prey to the Pindari freehooters, who 
29199 in strength 98 the Mahratta power decayed. They soon ventured 
to extend their depredations into एप्त territory, until Government 
decided to form & general system of political alliances for their entire 
suppression. The Treaty of 1817 with Secindia removed the reetriction 
which had been placed upon the formation of alliances between tho 
Britihn Government and the Rajput States, and left Government free 
to enter on new relations with पना. Tho objecet म 6 treaties to be 
formed ऋध, them was the establisbment of a barrier againet the preda- 
tory 8७६९1, and against the exteonsion of the power of Seindia or Holkar 
beyond the [70168 which Government designed to impose on it by other 
measureos. It was not at that timo proposed to acquire the power of 
exerocising any interferenco in the internal administration of 69 Rajput 
States; but to subject only their political measures and external rela- 
tions to the control of the Britihh Government; to secure to Scindia and 
Holkar the tribute payable to them in the event of their entering into

as might 6 adapted to the means of the several States, in order to in- 
demnity the एकन) Government for the charges incidental to the opli- 
gation of proteoting them. 

Arrangements on this principlo were made with the States of Mewar

rupees. Accordingly in 188 the Court of Directors ordered that, if 
the Maharana should fail in his engagements to liquidate the arrears, 
territorial ण othor aufficient geturity ahould ४९ required ण him. 


Between 1819 and 1821 the distriet of Merwara had been aubdued 
and divided between Mewar, 81981 and the Britiah. In 1829 Bhim 
Singh agreed to place under त्भा administration the portion of Mer- 
wara, that had been allotted to Mewar, for a period ण ten years: and 
in March 1833 Jawan णहा entered into à formal Agreement (No. IV) 
continuing this arrangement ण a further term of eight years. 


Jawan Singh died in 1838 without issus, aud was 8०५०९6०९ by his 
adopted 800, Sardar Singh, who inherited debte amounting ४0 
Ra.

Sardar Singh was very unpopular with his nobles: and an attempt to 
arrango harmonious relations with thew by the aignature, in Tobruary 
1840, of tho Kaulnama drawn प) 10 April 1827, with the addition of 
cortain {7680 articles embodied in à new Kaulnama (No. प्र), mot जापी 
littlo ७०००७७७.

The financial embarrassments in whieh the State was involved had 
led to ropeated applications for à reduetion in the amount of tribute 
vhich, 10 1626, had been fixed at threo [को$ of VUdaipur rupees: and 
in June 1846 the Maharana received a Kharita reduoeing 1४ to two 1978 
of Government rupees. 


Diarputes betweon the Maharana and his nobles remained as acute 
88 over: and the preparation of two freah Kaulnamas, one (No. VI) 
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drawn up 19 Feobruary 1845 and tho other (No. VII) in Novemhber 1854, 
left niatters much 88 they 66, 


Maharana Sarup Singh distinguished himself for his loyalty during 
the एत्र, The Mowar State troops rendered useful service in the 
vicinity of the State, and the Maharana rescued and sheltered 9 एप 
० 118} women and echildren who 98 fled from Neemuch when its 
garrison mutinied. 


Sarup Singh died in 1861 and was succeeded hy his nephew and 
adopted son, Shambhu Singh. During his minority the administration 
was conducted bhy 9 Regeney Council प्र the advice of the Political 
Agent. The memboers were, as usual in श्लो cases, appointed by Gov- 
ornment; hut it became necessary to 0191188 three of them for miscon- 
duct: and, in eonsequeneeo of the groas perversion of justico by the Coun- 
cil, it was decided to confer judicial and revenue powera on the Political 
Agent during the minority of tho Mahbarana. 


In 1862 the Ruler ग Mewar received 8 3881180 of Adoption 
(No. VIII). 


One of the members of the Kegeney Council, Mehta Ajit Singh, who 
had boen guilty of great atrooities in the namo of justice, was progeribed 
as an ०४४१४ by the Britich Government. Hôe aurrendered in 1870 on ६6 
promise that his life chhould be apared: and, the case having been 
voluntarily placed in tha hands of the Britich Government by the Mewar 
Darbar, he vas sentenced to aà term of imprisonment aufficient to mark 
the detormination of Government to visit with serious displeasure any 
quasi-judioial acta of cruolty, by vhhomsoever committed. He was fur- 
thor १९८1४०७ incapablo of aorving the State in any capacity. The Rao of 
Rotaria, a feudatory of Mewar, vho had afforded शशभ to Mehta Ajit 
Singh, died 09०78 any eteps could 6 taken to mark the displeasuro गं 
Governmeꝝt at his conduet. 

Maharana Shambhu 9100 wus entrusted with the management of 
his State in November 1866. In 1866 he agreed to cede lands uncondi- 
tionally for railway purposes, but no formal agreement was coneluded 
with him. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Mewar was granted a permanent salute of 19 
guns. 

In 1869 4 Treaty (No. IX) was concluded with the Mewar 81५1९. 
providing for the mutual extradition of persons charged with certain 
8661864 offences of & heinous nature. 

NMaharana Shambhu Singh's liberality during the distress whieh pre— 
vailed in Rajputana in 1869 met with the cordial approval of Govern- 
moent. € died in 1874: भात्‌ his cousin Sajjan अण्या was selected us 
his suucessor. During his minority 9 Couneil of Regeney was appointed 
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10 carry on theo admiuistratiem, aided hy the advice of the Political 
Agent. Objections to the succession rere, howover, raised by his unele 
Sohan Singh, Maharaj of Bagor. In ſapite of rapeated warnings Sohan 
Kingh refunged to tender his ullegiane to the Maharana: and, as he con- 
tinuod to set his authority at defiante, a amall forea of Vdaipur troops, 
aided by a detuthment of धाह Mewar Bhil Corpæ, waa aent to reduce his 
fort of Bagor. Kohan Singh aurrendered without firing à गो, and was 
ramoved ४8 a State prisoner to Henarea, his jagir of एषणः heing con- 
ſiacated by the State. He was, however, allowed to return ४ Udaipur 
on certain conditions in 18680. 


Maharana Sajjan Singh was invenated with ruling powers in Septem- 
ber 116. 


In 1879 an Agreement (No. X) was concluded with the State, pro- 
viding for the supprescion of the manufusture ग aalt in Mewar; for the 
prevention of the import and export of any पौ Britisb duty-paid १811;

MEWAR-MERVWARA. 


Tho dietrict of Merwara, whiech was inhabited by predatory tribes, 
vwas 6०००९ between 1819 and 1821 by ४ Britiah 0706 nominally aided 
by Mewar and Marwar troops.* Both theso States put forward olaims 
to ahare in the conquered territory. Ultimately the diatrict was divided 
into three unequal portions-four parganas, Beawar, Jak-Shamgarh, 
BRahar-Barkokra and Bhailan, going to the एत्र Government; threo, 
Todgarh, Dewair and Saroth, to Mewar; and the remaining two, COhang 
and Kot Kirana, to Marwar. The Britieh parganas are now included 
in the British portion of the distriet of Ajmer-Merwara. 106 division 
appears to have been quite informal, and the names of the parganas 
88816696 to euch party are not given in the official correspondence तणा 
nected with the partition, nor are they recited in the treaties; but the 
distribution effected has heen recognised ever 81166, In 1828 > formal

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Buli, Kukara and Saroth were awarded to Mewar, कार nine villages 
were held in trust hy the Britih Government, to be eventually handed 
over to Mewar as a reward for steadfast adhesion to Britiah interests.

eient. Shortly after it was framed the Maharana levied echhatund ० 
a tax of oneo-sixth of their revenues, in addition to service; at 078४ ४06 
money was used to meet the expenses of the marriage of his daughters, 
and afterwards for polico purposes. The nobles objected to this tax, 
vwhich was taken without their consent and was not devoted to the pur- 
poses for which it was professedly १४1१6. In 1827, therefore, a new 
Agreoment (No. III) was framed, the principle of कलो was that the 
nobles should pay the tax of one-sixth म their revoenues and be excused 
1911 their servies; that is to say, they chould in futurs be bound to 
8१९ for three months in the year with only one horsemen and two foot- 
716 for every Rs. 1,000 of revenue. This agreement was sanctioned by 
Government as the act of the Maharana and his nobles, but was not 
guaranteed. It was as inoperative as tho Agreement ग 1818. 7206 
oppressive measures of the Mewar Darbar drove many of the pobles into 
rebellion, while the Maharana on his part complained of the failure of 
his nobles to perform their obligations. In 1840 4 third Agreement 
(No. प्र) was signed, only ४० be replaced, by another (No. VI) fſive 
years later. Within two years disputes were as violent as ever, the 
Maharana complaining that the nobles did not perform their atipulated 
867४1९6, and the nobles alleging that serviee was demanded of them 
0९०८१ the period ogreod upon, धात्‌ that their villages were attached and 
fines imposed on them on groundless and frivolous pretences. 


In 1860 the Maharana confiscated 8 large portion of theo estates of 
the Rawats of Salumbart and Deogarh णिः non-performance of their 
obligations; but his troops wero expelled hy these nobles vho foreibly 
76६00 poasession ०१ the ५०१९८६६९ villagea. Both the Maharana and 
his nobles applied for the mediation of the कत्म Government, and 8 
full enquiry ४०० place into the causes of disputo. In 1864 Colonel 
Lawrence negotiated a new Agreement (No. VII); hut this was signed, 
on various dates hetween February and December 1866, only by tho 
Maharana and eleven of his principal and eleven of his minor nobles. 
Its conditions were never fulfilled, and eventually Government 16660 
it to bo 711 and void, but guaranteed the protoction of the एत्न Gov- 
ernment to the nobles vho had aigned it. The Maharana's Minister 
Mehta Sher Singh, who was one of the signatories of the Kaulnama, 
had alao held for many years guuruntees from the Britiah Government, 
whieh were apecifically confirmed to him in November 1864 by the एग 
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tical Agent (Colonel Lawrence). एवेन these guarantees tho 2199 97908 
was compelled 10 1861 to 7९७०९ tho estates of Nehta Sher Singk, नरपतौ 
ho had $ 00008088 after 118 dismissal from 0876. In 1862 4 dispute 
arose about the zuccesion to Salumbar, Rawat न्मः Singh having died 
heirless. Eventually Jodh Singh, the Rao of Bamora, 8०००९८०१, much 
against the wishes of the majority of the Salumbar Sardars and the 
Mexar Counodil of Regency, who appealed in vain to the Government of 


India to ejeet the usurper in favour of the Rao of Bhadesar vhom they 
oonsidered tho rightful hoir. 


Phe policy of Maharana Sajjan Singh towards his nobles was don- 
oiliatory and he endeavoured with some success to deel with the difficult 
question of the तव्य] and eriminal jurisdiction to bo exercised by them 
in future. In 1878 he framed a zet of rules defining their powers, nown 
as the Kalambandi, This was subscribed to by most of the leading 
nobles. Bight of them, however, refused 0 sign it, the result being that 
their right to exercise any judicial powers at all has not been admitted.

१09 present State of Jaipur was, it is boeliovod, foundod by Dulha 
Rai about A. D. 1128. The family helong to the Kachwaba tribe of 
Rajputs and elaim desceont from Ramu, Kiug of Ajodhya, betwoen कभ 
and Dulha Rai one hundred aud four generations are said to have inter- 
vened. At the time of the foundation of the Jaipur State Rajputana 
was divided among petty Rajput and Minu Chiefs, all owing allegianco 
to the Hindu Kings vwho then ruled in Delhi. 


Jaipur for many years oceupied a position of prominenco among च 
States of Rajputana but after the establichment of the Muhammadan 
Empire was 8000 compelled to come to terma with the invader. Raja 
Bhagwen Das allied himself by marriage कापा the Nuhammadan Em- 
poerors of Delhi: and the Jaipur family पि 18060 the Emperors with 8908 
of their most distinguished military leaders. 4४ © later period the 
Rulers of Jaipur united with Udaipur and Jodhpur to resist tho Muham 
madan power. To regain the privilege of marriage vith the Udaipur 
family, कातो) the Jaipur Rulers had forfeited by matrimonial alliances 
with the Pmperors, they agreed, on the occasion of such marriages, that 
a son by an Udaipur princess should have the right to sucoeed to thoe 
State in preference to elder sons by other wives. This attempt to set 


aside the rights of भवन 8008 brought greut disaſsters both on Jaipur and 
Udaipur. 


The Mahratta supremacy over ४९ Rujput States had 8०५९०९९ that 
०1 the Muhammadans कश the political relations of the Britiah Govern- 
ment with Jaipur began in 1803. Jugat Singh was then Mabaraja of 
Jaipur. In pursuance of the general policy of the Britich Government 
at the commencement of tho Mahratta war, to exclude theo Mabhbrattas 
from Northern India by uniting ४९ Rajput Princes in subeidiary alli- 
ances with the एदा Government, a Treaty (No. 1) was concluded 30 
1808 vith Jagat Singh. Ho, howervor, fulſiIled his obligations very im- 
perfeetly: and Lord Cornwallis, who had 76801२९ to abandon the system 
of subaidiary alliances, declared the connection with Jaipur to be ० 
aolvod and withdrew the proteotion of the Britien Government from tho 
State. But, before this resolution had been communicated, the Maha- 
raja had retrieved his eredit by heartily co-operating aguinst Holkar 
with Lord Lake, vho had thereupon assured him of continued saupport. 
The policy of Lord Cornwallis, howevor. was followed by Sir George 
Barlow, vho, notwithstanding the remonstraneo of Lord Lake based on 
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grounde both of general policy and good faith, dissolved 6 ०1149706 
with Jaipur. 


06 expedienoy of the dissolution ० this alliunco was considered 
vory questionablo by the [006 Governmeut, vho in 1813 directed that 
Jaipur chould 8६४11 be taken under protection if an opportunity afforded. 
But owing to 4. outbreak of the war with Nepal, it was cousidered 
better to poſstpone any such measure प्रण it could be adopted as part 
of tho general scheme for the suppression of the Pindaris. In 1877, 
vhen negotiations were opened, it was found that the cancellation भं 
the previous troaty had rendered the Jaipur State reluctant to enter into 
a freeh alliance. In the following year (1818) owing to tho manifest 
1690 for protection भात the growing danger of isolation, as tho Britishb 
power expanded, Maharaja Jagat Singh decided to aocept a Treaty 
(No. II) by which the protection of the Britih Government was 
extendod to Jaipur. On his part he agreed to furnisb troops at ४४९ 
requisition of tho Britiah Govornment, and to pay an annual प्रप्र म॑ 
eight lakhs of rupees until the revenuo should exceed forty lakhs, after 
vwhich five-sixteenths of the excess were to be paid in addition to ४४५ 
eight 1808, The first duty urged on the Maharaja after the conclusion 
of the treaty was the resumption of the lands usurped by the nobles, and 
the reduetion of the nobles to their proper relation of subordination ५ 
the Maharaja. Through the mediation of शा David Ochterlony Agree- 
menta (No. III) कमार entered into in 1819 अधः to ०86 20808 at Udai- 
pur. The usurped lands were restored to tho Maharaja and the nobles 
were guaranteed in their legitimate rights and possessions. 


Jagat Singh died in 1818. He left no 8008, and an attempt was mado 
to put Mohan Singh, a distant relativo, in power; एण in April 1819 one 
ण the Maharanis bore & posthumous son, पभ Singh, who was recognised 
४8 267 00४ by the Jaipur nobles and the Britich Govornment. His 
mother, vho was known as the 11909017 Maji, becamo Regent. पा 
her death in 1833 Jaipur was 9 86606 of corruption and misgovernment: 
and the Britiph Government found it necessary to appoint an officer to 
resido at Jaipur, and to authorise him to take steps to improve the in- 
teornal administration of ४6 Stato. 


The young Maharaja Jai Singh III died in 1896, leaving an infant 
801, Ram Singh. It 86 supposed that tho Maharaja had 066 poisoned 
by one Jota Ram, who, in the time of the late Maharani, had acquired 
great power in tho 3४४06 and supplanted in the office of minister Rawal 
Bairisal, tho nominee of the Britich Government. 00 the death of Jai 
Singh III the Agent to the Oovernor-General proceeded to Jaipur to 
make enquiries, reform the udininistration and assumo the guardianship 
of the infant heir. The strong measures whiech he adopted led to tho 
formation of & eonspirucy by Jota Ram. Phe Agent's life wus attempt- 
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ed and his Assistant was murdered. The murderers wero 86155 976 
executed by order of Rawal Bairisal, wbhhom ४06 Agent had appointed 
minister; and Jota Ram and his fellow conspirators were imprisoned for 
life in ४6 fort of Chunar. 


Large 9778878 of tributo had accumulated during the long course of 
misgovernment in Jaipur, and the resources of the State were nearly 
ruined. In 1834 it again became necessary for the एतद Govornment 
to intorforo in the internal administration, in which till then the Ohand- 
rawatji Maji, mother of the minor Maharaja Ram Singh, had been de 
faoto Regent. ACounecil of Regeney, consiating of five of the principal 
nobles, was formed under the superiutendence of the Political Agent, 
for vhose decision all measures of importanco were submittod; the army 
vas reduced; eovery branch of the administration was reformed; and aati, 
alavery, and infanticido were prohibited. The tributo was found to be 
far in excess of a fair proportion of the revoenuo; and in 1842 4 remission 
was made of {ण्ड lakhs of arrears, and the annual tribute was 
reduced to four laſhs. 


Maharaja Ram Singh did good service during the mutiny, for कनो 
he recoivod 2 grant of the pargana of Kot Rasim under a promise to 
respect tho revenue settloments made vhile the pargana was under 
87४80 managemoent. 


In 1862 the Ruler of Jaipur received & Sanad of Adoption (०९८ Part 
I, No. VIII): and in 1867 was granted a permanent saluto of 17 guns. 


In February 1868 the Mahbaraja agreed (No. IV) to ०९0९6 free of 
6०४६ land required for railway purposes; to defray all necetsary oom- 
pensation for 1088 aceruing to owners of land, houses, &८,, in the land 
०९१९५ ; to make over full jurisdiction in the land ceded, 90 of aoveroign 
rights, absolutely to ४6 एत्र Government; and to aurrender all transit 
and other duties on goods passing through, goods breating एणा or con- 
veyed to or from the railway being charged either at the prevailing 
rates or at a tariff to be ſixed thereafter. 


In July 1868 4 Treaty (No. V) was coneluded with the Jaipur State 
providing for ४6 mutual extradition of persons charged with certain 
82९6106 heinous offences. 


In 1869 9 Treaty (No. VI) was concluded, by गात the Maharaja 
leasod {07 Rs. 2,76,000 & year the Jaipur 80878 of the joint jurisdiotion 
d by Jaipur and Jodhpur over the salt manufactured at Sam- 

bhar. The Darbar undertook not to levy any duty of any kind on 
Britiah aalt, and were entitled to recoeive from the एत्न Government 
172,000 maunds of 691 annually at the rate of nine annas per 7080706, 
8 royalty at the rate of 20 per cent. on the pries por maund ० any salt 
8०1 or exported in & year by the उता Governmoent in excess of 
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826,000 maunde, and 7, O00 maunde of good aalta year, 756 of भा 
0087698, for the ४86 of theo Darbar. In accordance with this treaty tho 
Sambhar Lake Court, whieh, for cortain purposes, is gubordinato to the 
Court of the Distriet Magistrate, Ajmer, was established in 1870 


In 18-1 & Treaty (No. VII) was concluded, supplomentary to ४6 
Treaty of 1818 (No. II). By this Preaty the reduotion of the annual 
प्ण from eight to four 198, whioh hud actually taken place in 
1842, was formally recognised: and Article 6 of the Treaty of 1818, 
enipowering the Britich Government to demand an additional tributo 
vhenever the revenues of the State chould exceed forty lakhs of rupees, 
was cancelled. In return for these concessions, tho Maharaja under- 
took, on the part of himself and his successcors, to epend annually 8 
roasonable sum on irrigation and other works of public utility within the 
Stato. 


In 18179 an Agreement (No. VIII) was concluded, providing for the 
auppression of the manufacture of salt in Jeipar territory; for the aboli- 
tion ग all dues of any kind on salt, sugar or other saccharine produce. 
with the exception of octroi, choongi, &९., levied on imports into towus 
with & population exceeding 68.000; and for the prevontion of the import 
or export of any but British duty-paid salt. The Darbar exchanged 
their right to 172,000 maunds of 8६1६ à year, at nine annas 8 maund, for 
an annual payment णण the एश Government of 8, 4,00,000. 
They 8180 granted to ४6 Britich Government tho management of thoe 
Kuchor Rawasa Sar, Articles 8, 6, 6, 10, 14, 16, and 16 of the Treaty of 
1869 (No. VI) being extended to the tract in question, in return for 
vhich the British Government undertook to pay annually, through the 
Mabaraja, Re. 8,000 to the Rao of Khandela and Rs. 3,000 to the Thakur 
of Kuohor. As compensation णि the loss auffered by them through the 
abolition of aalt worka in the State, the 71४8) Government agreed ४0 
pay certain landholders, through the Maharaja, Re. 2,209-1-7 4 year. 


Maharaja Ram Singh died in 1880 without male 1880९, and was aue- 
९९९०0 by & relativo named Kaim Singh, of the Isarda division of the 
Jhalai branch of the family, क00 was nominated as his auccessor by the 
Maharaja on his death-bed. The Government of India confirmod the 
aelection, and Kaim Singh 8०८6९९6 under the 1816 of Madho Singh 
II. During his minority the State was administered by aà Council of 
vhieh the Britiah Reeident and the Maharaja were joint Presidente. 
Maharaja Madho Singh was invested with full powers in 1888. 


In 1882 the Darbar remitted all transit duties भा the roads leading 
to and from the railway atations in Jaipur territory: and in 1884 भो 
Maharaja abolished all transit duties throughout the Jaipur territory, 
जा the oxooption of चह duty upon opium and intoxicating druge.

108 frontier. 

In 1904 the Maharaja ०९०९ (No. XI) (णा and exolusivo power and 
jurisdiction of ovory kind ovor the lands in his State कनो were, or 
might thereafter 06, occupied by the Rewari-Phulera Ohord Railway. 
In the samo year theo Darbar agreed to aurrender land freo of chargo ण 
the construction and working भं the Nagda-Muttra Railway. 


In 1906 the Darbar concluded an Agreoment (No. XII) with the 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway for the working o? the 
Jaipur Stato Railvay between Sanganer and Sawai Madhopur. 


On the outbreak of the Great War the Maharaja placed the eutire 
resources of his State at the disposal of the एध Government, and ४ 
portion of tho Jaipur State Transport Corps servod in the War. 


In 1918 the Agreement concluded in 1906 between the Jaipur Darbar 
४०१ the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway was auperseded by 
¢ कधी Agreement (No. XIII). This provides for tho working by tho 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway of the State Railways from 
Sanganer to Sawai Madhopur, from Jaipur to Reengus and of suoh 
extensions on the metre gauge as the Darbar and the Company might 
agreo to include in the reviged Agreoment. 19८७७ 1 (2), 7 (2), 12, 13 
and 19 (४) of this Agreoment were ameuded“ in 1020 owing to the 
adoption in that year of annual instead of half-yearly Capital and 
Revenus Accounte. 

In 1921 the Ruler of Jaipur was grauted a pormanent local salute of 
19 guns within his own territories.

Subordinate to tho Maharaja of Jaipur are several petty 00198 of 
Sheikhawati, one of whom, the Raja of Rhetri, holds the pargana 0 
Kotputli (कालो) 18 in the Torawati Nizamat) as a 56 of the British 
Government. Kotputli was granted णि Lord Lake in 1803 to Raja 
Abhai Singh ग Khotri and his descendunts आ tetimrar tenure, aubjeet 
to an annual payment ण Ra. 20.001 (No. XIV). In 1806 the pargana 
waa made over abaolutoly to the Raja of Khetri as a free gift in per- 
petuity (00. XV). The conditions गं 06 graut were the immediate 
payment of 78. 40, 000; ihe promise of allegiance to the एप्त Govern- 
ment; the preservation of good government; and the promotion of पाने 
welfaro of the inhabitants. 


In order to put au end to the continued disorders in Rhetri conse- 
quent on the contumacy and misconduet of the Rani, mother of the 
then Raja, Jaipur troops entered एना in णठ) 1867, and arrange- 
menta were made for the administration of the oountry through officials 
appointed by the Jaipur Stato. Om the cubeequent expulsion म ०७6 
officials by the Rani, the Jaipur troops attacked and took the fort of 
Kotputli. The Jaipur State was thereupon required by tho British 
Government to withdraw its troops from Kotputli, and to restoreo that 
torritory to tho Raja 0 त्त. 
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On the death of Raja Fateh Singh in 1890, the adoption of Ajit 
Singh was recognised by the Britih Governmaqnt in 80 far as it affected 
the suocescion to the parguua of Rotputli. 

At the request of the Raju a apecial भारम and revenue settlement णं 
Koiputli was made in 1889 by a British officer. On the axpiry of this 
aettloment a new one was made hy the Darhar, with the coneurrence of 
the Resident, धाव्‌ completed in August 1906. Raja Ajit Singh, upon 
whom the title ग ^" Dahadur'““ was conferred क the Maharaja of Jai- 
pur as an hereditary distinction, died in 1901, and was succeeded by 
his son Jai Singh, during whose minority the Fstate was under the 
management of the Jaipur Darbar. 


Jai Singh died in 1910 and was succeeded by his nearest male rela- 
४९० Amar Singh, son of Thakur Jaswant Singh of Alsisar. Raja Amar 
Singh was given full powers in 1918, but was deprived of them in 1928, 
vwhen the Detate was placed under the management of the Jaipur Dar- 
bar. 

Amar Singh died on the 6४ May 1927 and was succeeded by his 80 
the present Raja Sardar Singh, एणा on the 16th March 1920. During 
his minority the Estate is administered by ४ Superintendent under the 
general gupervision of the Jaipur Darbar.

The कलभ causes of quarrel were his 
desire to cruch the Raja of Fatehgarh. who had set प) elaims to inde- 
76१०१९७ 7४ had been declared ङ the British Government to be a feu- 
datory of Kischengarh, भात्‌ an attempt to eommute the personal services 
of his feudatories for a money payment. The Maharaja fled to Delhi, 
vhere he busied himself in huying honorery privileges from the King; 
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10९80 कर 11115 ४06 disputes at Kichengarh grew 7078 serious, the insurgente 
88617 aid from Kotah and the Maharaja from Bundi. In these dis- 
putes the Britich frontier was more than once violated by both parties. 
The disputants wore therefore called on to desist from hostilities and to 
refer their quarrel to the mediation of Government: and the Maharaja 
was warned that, if he did not at onco return to Kichengarh and interest 
himself in the affairs of 018 State, the Treaty कोधो him would be abro- 
gated, and engagements would be formed with the insurgent Thakurs. 
In consequenee of this threat Kalian Singh returned to Kishengarh; but. 
finding himself quite incapable of managing the State, he offered to farm- 
ing himself quite incapahle ग managing the Stato, he offered to farm 
1४ to the Britih Government and retire to Delhi. Government refused 
to accept the lease of Kishengarh, but made no objection to Kalian 
Sinegh's retirement to Delhi, and the formation of a regeney 
during his absenee. Mediation between the Ruler and the Thakura 
88 also authorised, but the terms agreed upon were not to 2९ 
guaranteed. The Maharaja meanvwhile took ण) his residence at Ajmer, 
vhither 16 was followed by his Thakurs, vho agreed to leave the dis- 
pute to the arbitration of the Maharaja of Jodhpur, provided the de- 
eision received the guarantes of the Britich Government; फण this 
guarantee was refused. The Thakurs then proclaimed the heir-apparent 
as Maharaja; laid siege to the town of Kishengarh; and were on the 
point of capturing it, vühen theo Maharaja accepted the mediation of the 
Politieal Agent, through vhom terms with the nobles were adjusted. 
१006 reconciliation with the nobles, however, was not 8176616; and 7 
12892 Kalian Sinæh retired from Kishengarh and abdicated in favour of 
118 8070 Mokam Singh. 

Mokam Singh was aucceedeod in 1840 by his adopted son Prithi 
Singh. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Kichengarh reoeived 8 Sarad of Adoption (20o 
Part 7, No. ग्ण). 


In 1867 the Ruler of Kichengarh was greuted (No. XVII) 8 807) of 
128. 20,000 8 year 86 compensation for the loas of inecome his State was 
expected to इशः oving to the introduetion of the railway: and in the 
same year vas granted क permanent salute of 16 guns.

exports and imports. The Maharaja was however allowed to levy oetroi, 
ehoongi, eto., on urtieles imported for actual consumption in towns with 
a population exceeding 5,000; and to levy duties on bhang, ganja, 
spirits, opium, and other intoxicating drugs.

It was ascertained that Lawa held iertain Bnum 
rights within Tonk territory, of the annual value of Rs. 216; it had 
not heen the practice to set गीं one elaim against the other, and much 
ill-feeling had been produced between Tonk and Tawa by the existencçe 
of these righta. It was decided therefore that Tonk should retain the 
amount of the Bhum elaimae, and that the balance of the former annual 
payment to Tonk ahould, in tha first instance, be applied to relieving 
the Tetate from debt, the elaim to tribute being temporarily held in 
aheyanco 

In 1879 the Thakur agreed (No. XXI) to suppress altogether any 
manufacture of salt within the एम; to prohibit the importation or 
consumption भं any but Rritish duty-paid salt; and to abolish transit

706 3८४८९ of Jodhpur ranks among the first three States of Rajputana. 
It was founded in 1469 रए Jodha, a reputed descendant of the Rathor 
Rajput न ण Kanauj. When Jodhpur hecame trihutary 10 ४6 
Pmnperor Akhar the family gave aeveral daughters in marringe to the 
Imperial family. and furnihed some distinguished generals to the Im- 
perial army. About the bepinning of the eighteenth century Raja Ajit 
Singh became a party to the triple alliance with Ddaipur and Jaipur to 
throw off the Muhammadan yoke. It was one of the conditions of this 
alliance that the Rulers of Jaipur and Jodhpur should regain the pri- 
viloge of marriage की the Udaipur family, गोलो they had forfeited 
by contracting matrimonial alliances with the Emperors, on the under- 
atanding that the offapring of the Princesses of वक्ष ahould 8166660 
to the State in preference to भा other children. The quarrels to कानी 
this atipulation gave rise induced the aspiranis to power to invoke the 
help of the Mahratta leaders in अपण of their वाह, पाते ultimately 
led to the subjection of all the Rajput States to the Court of Poonn. 
Jadhpur was conquered by Seindia, who levied from 1४ a tribute of sixty 
lakhs of rupees and took from it the fort and लक of Ajmer. 


At the commencement of the Mahratta war of 1803, Man Singh had 
just been elected by the nobles to he Ruler of Jodhpur after 8 long 
शतार with his cousin Bhim Singh. The alliance of the Pritieh 
Government was offered to him, and a Treaty (No. 1) was concluded पा 
1803. But लात्‌ of ratifying it Man Singh proposed another: and 
as, in the meantime, he had also given asaistance to Holkar, the Treaty 
ऋ88 formally cancelled in May 1804. Internal diaputes arose regarding 
the auecession of Dhaukal Singh, a reputed son of Bhim Singh, and these 
were followed hy a disastrous war with Jaipur, in कालि the freebooter 
Amir Khan first eapoused the cause of Jaipur and चला that of Jodbpur; 
terrifiod the Maharaja into ahdieation and pretended insanity; assumod 
the management of the ZState himself for two years; and ended by 
plundering the treasury and leaving the State with its resources com- 
pletoly exhauatod. 

Ohhatar Singh, the only ण) of Maharaja Man Singh, asgumed ४6 
regeney on the withdrawal of Amir Khan in 1817. Negotiations with 
him, at the outhreak of the Pindari war, resulted in 0 Treaty (No. II) 
eancluded in January 1818, by vhieh TJodhpur was taken under pro- 
tectiom, the trihute papable to Seindia waa transferred to the Rritish 
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Government, and the Maharaja engaged to furnich 1,600 horse for 
general aerviee whenever required, भात्‌ the vwhole forces of the Jodhpur 
State कफल) necessary. Ohhatar Singh died ahortly after the conclusion 
ण the treaty, whereupon his father threw aff the pretence of insanity 
and resumed the administration. 


Within a few months after his regumpiion of power Mahnraja Man 
Singh put to death or imprisoned most of the nohles who, during his 
aesumed imbecility, had shown any unfriendly feeling towards him. 
Others took refuge in neighbouring Statea, and appealed for aid to the 
Britiah Government. Aid was refused; hut an accommodation (No. TII) 
was eſfected in 1824 with the Maharajn, throngh the mediation of the 
Britisn Government. In 1827 the recusant noblesa assembled their fol- 
lowers and, putting the pretender Phaukal Singh at their head, prepared 
to invnde Jodhpur from Jaipur territory. एर giring facilities for this 
attaek on Jodhpur, the Jaipur State was eonsidered to have violated its 
treaty engagements in such 8 manner as 10 jnstify the Britieh Govern- 
ment in adopting any meéasures vhich might seem expedient, to exaet 
reparation for the infraction of & positive engagement भात्‌ to prevent 
ita mischievous effects: and atrong remonstrances were addressed to the 
Maharaja of Jaipur. Although the attack on Jodhpur was hended by 
Jodhpur nobles, Man Singh claimed that it was a foreign aggresaion, 
and demanded protection under the Preaty of 1818: and the एतशो 
Government called upon Dhaukal Singh to retire from the confederaey. 
प्रिर withdrew to hajjar, and the nobles settled their differences among 
themselves. At the anme time Govornment deelared that, although they 
might perhaps he required to protect the Maharaja against unjust usur- 
pation or wanton rehellion. there was no obligation to aupport him 
against universal disaffection and insurrection eaused कङ्‌ his own in- 
juatice, incapacity and misrule. 


In 1824 twenty one villages in the parganas of Chang and Rot- Rirana 
in Merwara were made over (No. IV) to the Rritish Government for 
eight yeara, with a view to bringing the lawless Minas and Mers into 
वधको, the Mahnrajn agreeing to pay ९. 15. 000 ४ vear towards the 
expenses of the local corpa whieh was then raised (æec Part J, Mewar). 
११९ engagement was renewed (No. ४) in 1895 for nine vears, and geven 
additional villages were pnt under Rritish administration. This lease 
expired in 1848. The Maharaja then resumed the aeven villages, but 
expressed his regdineas to lenve the remnining twenty-one under the ad- 
miniatration of the Rritiah Government for aueh time as might auit 
their convenience. Rut no definite arrangementa vwere 10908 ; and thoe 
administration of these villages remained on this unsatisfactory footing 
for more than forty years. 

Ry the Bth Artiele of the Treaty of 1818 the Jadhpur State waa

On his suecession to Jodhpur, (पीर Singh left his aon Jaswant Singh 
at Ahmadnagar. and elaimed the रिं to retain Anmadnagar in his 
family, on the ground that the former ruler, Prithi Singh, had adopted 
Jaſswant Singh and that he. Takht Singh. had only been regent and not 
actual ruler of Anmadnagar. Inquiry, however, proved that for two 
years 190६ Singh had been, and had been recognised 88, the ruler of 
Ahmadnagar, and that, by the customs of Rajputana and Gujarat and 
by Hindu law, the right of succession of his family in Almadnagar was 
९४76९115 by his accoptance of the (कवा of Jodhpur. It was therefore 
decided in 1848 that Ahmadnagar szhould lupse to Tdar, from whieh 
State it had been severed in 1784, and that 79९0४ Singh should remove

Under the rule of Takht Singh the affairs of Marwar fell into the 
utmost confusion. From the time of his accession to pewer he had 
nevor relaxed his endeavours to resume the villages which his pre- 
decessor had been compelled to 1656016 in 1839. His unjust 0०868 
tions and exactions led to conſtant disputes with his nobles, vhich ter- 
minatod in 1868 in open hostilities between the parties: and the prin- 
cipal nobles 60116४6 the intervontion of the Britich Government.

In the 89716 year Lohiana, 9 village vhioh for generations had 
reaistod Durbhar authority and had been the chief resort of the prodatory 
Bhils of the border, was oftectually ovorawed; and in 1889 Rana Salji, 
vho owned the Lohiana estate, having become an outlaw, the Darbar 
confiscated Lohiana. The Rana died in outlavry in 1884. It wan also 
in 1882 that Pratap Singh, brother of the Maharaja, took the firet de- 
eided atep towards eſtablishing गवन on tho Jnipur border by attaok- 
ing Bararwa, a defiant villago णं Rajput robbers.

Owing to its isolated situation, this State escaped the ravages of the 
Mahrattas. The first Ruler with whom the British Government entered 
into political relations was Maharawal Mulraj, who ७९८९९4९ to power 
in 1762. Ho would gladly have accepted British protection in 1808, एप 
the policy कल limited the Britih ascendaney to ४6 territories east 9 
the Jumna prevented the formation of an alliance with him. Iu 1818, 
howevoer, a Treaty (No. XXX) was concluded with him by which the 
Stato was guaranteed to his posterity; the Ruler was to be protected from 
serious invasions and dangors to his State, provided the cause of quarrol 
was not ascribablo to 10101; and he was to act in subordinate co-operation 
with the Britich Goverument. No tribute was demanded from him. 
ए] to 1823 the Jaisalmer State contimued to urge its elaims to territories 
in the possession of other Ruling Princes, but these claims ज ९७ rojected, 
as theo investigation of them was inconsistent with the engagements 
Subeiſting between the एप्प Government aud other States. 

During tho [प्रय of Mulraj the State was virtually governed णि 
his Minisſtor Salim Singh, who committed serious atrocities. He put to 
death nearly all the relatives of the Maharawal, vhile those who escaped 
death fled from the State: the town of Jaisalmer was depopulated by 
his cruelty, and the trade of the country was interrupted. 

Mulraj died in 1820 and was succeeded by 1018 (7870080 Gaj Singhb. 
At the time of the conclusion of the Treaty of 1818 Salim Singh had 
endeavoured to obtain > guarantee, such as was given to the Minister of 
the Kotah State, that the office of Minister would be hereditary in his 
family; and on his death in 1824 the leading men of the State appeared 
diſposed to support the cause of his oldest aon who, after & ministry of 
a few montha, had been imprivoned by the Maharawal; but, on the 
Britiah Government declaring that they did not intend to interfere with 
the just authority of the Maharawal in the appointment or punishment 
ण his Minister, all parties returned to their allegiance. 

In 1844, after the conquest of Sind, the forts of Shahgarh, 0697918 
and Ghotoru or Ghotru, कालो had been wreated from Jaisalmer, wero 
restored to the State. The forts were given over by Mir Ali Murad 
Khan, by order of the Dritich Government; but no sanad appears to have 
been शण to the Ruler of Jaisalmor on this occasion. 
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७४] Singh died in 1846 and his vidovw adopted Ranjit Singh, vho 
vuceoeded him.

Bairi Sal died in 1891, and his widows, with the consent of the Gov- 
ernment of India, adopted Sham Singh, who took the family name of 
Salivahan. During his minority the administration of the State was 
condueted by the Resident, Weſtern Rajputana States, as Superinten- 
dont, aided by a Council with the Diwan as President. 

Salivahan was invested with full ruling powers in 1908. Ho died, 
leaving no isaue, on the IIth April 1914. The Governient ग India, 
aftor conrulting the Sardars of the State, 8९16606 as his ९६९8807 the 
present Maharawal Jawahir Singh, born on the 18th November 1882, 
adopted 909 of Man Singh, Thakur of Eta. the senior living member of 
the ruling family. Maharawal Jawahir Sinàh was formally inetalled 
on the 9४ July 1914. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Maharawal placed all the 
resonrces of his Stato at the diaposal of the Britich Govoernmont.

106 ſirst Ruler with vhom the Britich Government had any conneotion 
was 7170609 (or Umed Singh), vho gave most efficient assiſtance to 
Colonel Monson's army in 1४४ retreat beforo Holkar 17 1804, and brought 
down on himself the vengeance of Holkar. 70608 died in 1804 and waa 
४०९५९०१९ by his infant 80 Bishan Singh. During the NMabratta 
supremaoy the 3४४४6 suffered 7960 at the hands of Seindia and Holkar, 
vho virtually assumod the management of its revenues. 


Phe territory of Bundi was 80 situated as to be of great importanee 
during the war in 1817 in cutting off the fight of the Pindaris. Maharao 
Raja Bichan Singh early accepted the एप्त alliance, and $ Treaty 
(No. I) was concluded with him in 1818. By this treaty the Britich 
Governmen remitted to the Maharao Raja the tribute previously paid 
hy him to Holkar, who had ceded it to them under the Preaty of Manda- 
807 (2eo Vol. IV, Indore, No. II): and relinquished in his favour the 
lands in Bundi theretofore held by Holkar, which, according to a 
8011९५16 attuehed to the Treaty, included one-third of the pargana ot 
Keshoraipatan. The Maharao Raja agreed to pay to the Britisbh Govern- 
ment the trihute and revenue theretofore paid by him to Seindia: and 
this was 8५८1066, in à second Sechedule, as Ra. 40,000 tribute in respect 
of two-thirds of the pargana of Keshoraipatan, and Rs. 40, 000 rovenue 
in respect of chauth of Bundi and other places.“ It had been the 
intention of Government to restore to Bundi the territories usurped by 
Seindia as जशो 88 by Holkar: and, under the belief that the whole of 
Keshoraipatan had been 80 usurped, it was entered in the Schedules ग 
Preaty.

Nawab Muhammad Ibrahim Ali Khan was entrusted with the 
management of his State in 1870, zubject during the तडा year to the 
07686066 of ४ British offeer.

In 1882 an Agreement (No. XI) was entered into with the Tonk Stato

British duty had been levied; and for the abolition of all dues thereon 
In reoturn for this the Britich Govornment agreed to pay the Nawab

In 1899 the Nawab entered into an Agreement (No. XIII) with the 
Indian Midland Railway Company for the working of the portion of ४6 
Guna-Baran Railway lying within the Tonk State 


Oving to the State being in debt to the extent of about 1७. 18,50,000, 
it beramo 1160९४8५1.4 in 1886 to place ita finances under the control of +€ 
Political Agent. The arrangements made, however, proved unsatisfac 
tory; the financial difficultioss were further aggravated by the fumine of 
1899. 1900. and in 1902 the debts of the State had inereased to about 
Re. 28,00,000. The Political Agent was therefore required, पातश the 
powers vested in him in 1886, to exereise ४ closer supervision over the 
financial and revenue adminiatration of State. In 1906 the improve- 
ment in the financial aituation of € State was found to justify the res- 
toration to tho Nawah 9 a greater 80876 of power in the administration. 
whieh was further extended in 1909 and in 1910 the reatrictions hitherto 
placed on his exercise of full ruling powers were completely withdrawn. 


In 1904 the Darbar consented to surrender land free of churge for 
the eonstruction and कण्ण of the Nagda-Muttra Railway. 
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In 1906 negotiations for the aale to tho Gvwalior Darbar ० that aection 
of the Guna-Baran Railway which lies within the Tonk State were com- 
pleted, with tho approval of the Government of India (No. XIV).

Muhammad Ibrahim Ali Rhan died ० the एअ June 1930, and क 
8066९९१९ by his son the present Nawab Muhammad Saadat Ali Rhan, 
born on the 12th February 1879. His Majesty the King-Emperor's 
recognition of his succession was convoyed to him in ४ KRharita presented 
at 8 Darbar held on the 16th Ootober 1990. 

Extradition arrangements have been effected between Tonk and other 
States both in and outside Rajputana. A list of these is given in 
Appendix I. 

Phe 8769 of the State is 2,686 qquare miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 287, 898; and the revenue about Rs. 22,79, 000. 

The military 076९8 of the State, excluding irregulars whieh number 
621, consist (1929) of 308 Cavalry, 823 Infantry and 132 Artillery men, 
with 74 serviceable and 8 unserviceable guns. The State also maintains 
268 Armed Police. 

Vntil 1869 éach of the six scattered parganas of vhieh the Tonk 
State 18 composed was ineoluded in a separate Political Agency. Threo, 
Nimbahera, Tonk and Aligarh, were in the Political Agencies of Mewar, 


Jaipur and Haraoti respectively, and the remaining three, Pirawa. 
Sironj and Ohhabru, were in the Political Agencies of Malwa and 


Bhopal and the Residency at Gwalior. In 1869 the parganas of Nim- 
bahera, Tonk and Aligarh were placed permanently in charge of the 
Political Agent, Haraoti and Tonk, and in 1910 ४८८ remaining threæ 
parganas were transferred to his charge. 


(9) IHAMIAWAR. 


The existence of Jhalawar as a separate Stato dates from the dis- 
memherment of Kotah State in 1898 (५९८ Part VI, Kotah). In that 
year a Treaty (No. XVI) was coneluded कध Madan Singh, by whieh 
he aeknowledged एडो supremney; engaged not to negotiate with any 
Chief or State without चह aanction of the एप्त Government; and 
apreed to supply troops aecording to his means, and to pay an annual 
tribute of 178. 80,000. Agreeably to the ॐत Artiele of this Preaty, the 
Ruler of Jhalawar was granted the hereditary title of Maharaj Rana. 
It was arranged that he शकण be placed on exactly the same footing as 
all the other Rulers in Rajputaua, and should receivo the right of adop- 
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tion 1 that right ahould be conceded to other Rulers; but the succession 
was to be limited to the descendants of Raj Rana Zalim Singh, the first 
heroditary administrator of Kotah Stato. 

Madan Singh died in 1846 and was succeeded by his 800 Prithi Singh, 
vho rendered good service during the mutiny by conveying to places of 
891९ sevoral FTuropeans vho had taken refuge in his territory. 

In 186 the णन of Jhalawar receivod a Sanad of Adoption (aæee Part 
1, No. VIII): and in 186 was granted 9 permanent salute of 16 guns. 


In 1866 the Maharaj Rana agreed to 1708108 over land free of cost for 
railway purposes; to 6९6 in 7 full jurisdiction short of sovereign righta; 
and to surrender all transit duties on goods passing through his territory. 

In 1868 an Nxtradition Treaty (No. XVII) was concluded with 
Fhalawar. This was modified in 1887 by an Agreement (No. XIX), 
providing that, in the extradition of offenders पणा British India to 
Fhalawar, the prooeduro for the time being in 10706 in British Indis 
ahould be followed 

In 1878 Prithi Singh asked permjssion to adopt an heir, to succeed 
him in the event of his having no son. The Maharao of RKotah put 
forward an objeetion on the ground that, by artiele 2 ण the Treaty of 
1838, tho 8766७80, vas limited to the descendants of Raj Rana Zalim 
Singh: and that Jhalawar would consequently revert to Kotah in the 
event 0 the extinction of Zalim Singh's 11206. UVnder this Treaty, 
however, the soverance of Jhalawar and its cession to Madan Singh, his 
heirs and 8०९6688078, was unconditional: and, although the consent of 
Kotah was obtained to the cession, the ०001008 were between the 
एतशो Government and Jhalawar. It was therefore held that Kotah 
eould have no २०1९९ in the question of auccession, and no ground of 
objection to the action of the Britich Government in having placed tho 
Ruler of Jhalawar on the same footing as the othor Rulers in Rajputana, 
by the grant of the Adoption Sanad of 1862. 10९ required permission 
was granted to Prithi Singh, and his choice fell upon Bakht Singh ज 
the Barwan family in Kathiawar, from which Prithi Singh was himself 
deaoended 

Prithi Singh died प्रा 1876. The question of the succession remained 
undecided for some time, owing to the expectation of the birth of a 
posthumous child; but, as this expectation was not fulfilled, Bakht Singh 
was installed in 1876, and atsumed the name of दभा अणी. During 
his minority the State was placed under the superintendence of a Rritish 
Officer. 

In 1881 an Agreement was concluded (No. XVIII) with the Jhalawar 
Darbar for the auppression of the manufacture of salt within the State; 
the prevention of the import and consnmption of any but शो duty- 
paid aalt; भात्‌ the abolition ज all duties thereon. In return for this the 
शप्तो Government undertoot to pay to the Maharaj Rana 28. 1,000 
annually; and to certain jagirdars, througheh im, Rs. 280 annually. 
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Zalim Singh wus invested कान full ruling powers 10 1884, vubjeot 
to the conditions that he chould eonsult the Political Agent in भा impor- 
tant matters and be guided by his advice, and that the concurrenee of 
the Political Agent chould he obtained before any important measures, 
eſfected during his minority, were disturbed, भ any 0087698 1008४16 in the 
existing form of the adminisſtration. In 1887, owing to the Maharaj 
Rana's porsistent disregard of these conditions, tho Goverument of India 
wvweoroe compellednto restore the arrangements in foree during his minority. 
In 1892, however, कौ promise of amendment, it was decided thut 1९ 
should be restored to power on similar conditions, and he was again 
entruſted with some departments of the administration. In 1894 he was 
granted full powers; एण failed to govern the State properly, and wus 
deposed on the 22114 Mareh 1896. In consequence of his deposition, and 
ण the fact that there was no direct descendant of the first Raj Rana 
Zalim Singh, the Government of India, taking into consideration the 
intentions of the framers of the Treaty of 1838 made with the first Ruler 
Madan Singh, ordered that part of the territories, made over by Kotah 
in 1838 to form the principality of Jhalawar, chould be restored to 
Kotah. In memory of the services rendered by the first Ruj Rana Zalim 
Singh, however, the romaining portion, consiſting of the CGhaumehla, the 
Patan pargana and 9 part of ऽप, was formed into a neow Btate to 
provide णि the family to कठो) he belonged: and, from among the des- 
cendants of his relatives, Government seleeted Bhawani Singh, 80 of 
Thakur Ohhatra Sal of Fatehpur, to be the Ruler of the new State, with 
the title of Raj Rana and a permanent salute णं 11 guns. The actual 
transfer of territory was effected on the Ist January 1899, vhen the new 
State of Ihalawar came into existeneo 

Bhawani Singh was installed on the Gth February 1899 and invested 
with full ruling powers. [९ received & Sanad (No. XX) undor + 010 1९ 
क 00:40 to pay to the Britich Government an annual trihute of 
Ra. 30.000. शात्‌ was guaranteed the right of adoption; local coinage ५७५ 
forbidden; and the execution within the 8४६ of भा लसा कात्‌ eriminal 
processes iscued hy any British Indian Court was engsured. The manu- 
facture of salt, the import or consumption of any but Britiah duty-paid 
Salt, and the levy of any kind of duty thereon were also forhidden. In 
return the Government of India undertook to puy the Raj Rana 28. 2,000 
annually, ineluding 18. 260 to certain jagirdars. No transit duties of 
any kind were to be levied, and the Raj Rana bound himsolf to assist 
the Government of India in the xuppresnion of illicit traffie in opium. 

In 1900 the Durbar agreed to the introduction in the State of the 
postal unity schemo. 

In 1901 the State currency was replaced by British curreney. 

1" 1904 the Darbar agreed to surrender land, freo of charge, for the 
construction and working of the Nagda-Muttra Railway. 
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On the outhreuk of the Greut War ihe Ruj Rana placed भा the 
resuurces of his State at the disposal of the Britich Government, and 
offered his peraonal services. 


In 1918 the hereditary ४४९ of Maharaj Rana ज conferred (No. 
XXI) on the Ruler of Jhalawar: and in 1921 his pormunent salute was 
inereased to 13 guns. 


In 1921, owing to the State becoming involvad in serinus financial 
difficulty, Maharaj Rana Bhawani Singh decided, with the consent of 
the Government of India, temporarily ४0 entrust the administration ग 
the State to an Administrator with full powers. At the same time the 
tribute was suspended for a poriod of fivo years, and the State was placed 
in direct political relations with the Agent to the Governor-General from 
the 4th February 1922, the date on which the Administrator assumed 
charge. Maharaj Rana Rhavani Singh resumed control of the adminis- 
tration in April 1926. 


In 1922 the Darbar enacted laws and regulations to give offoct to the 
provisions of the International Opium Convention of 1912. 


In 1926 the State entered into an Agreement (+९८ No. XV) for ४06 
supply of crude opium to the Government factory at Ghasipur. This 
Agreement auperseded previous Agreements executed in 1916-17 भ) 
1928. 

Maharaj Rana Bhawani Singh died on the 13th April 1929 nnd was 
xucceeded by his 800 the present Maharaj 2908 Rajendra Singh, born 
on the 16 परपर 1900. His Majesty the King-Pinperor's recognition of 
his 8९९९७४० was conveyed to him in a Kharita presented at a Durbar 
held on the 18th May 1929.

Ahout 1629 
his aon Sujan Singh received from the Pmperor Shah Jahan a grant of 
the pargana of Phulia out of the काणक lands at Ajmer, गो condition ण 
furnishing certain horse and footmen for serviee; whereupon, in honour 
of the Emperor, he ochanged the name of the pargana to Shahpura, and 
in 1631 founded 8 town of the same name. At the time when Sujan 
Singh obtained the grant of the Phulia pargana, he did not hold any 
esgtate in Mewar, with whiech he had severed all relations. In 1717 Raja 
Rharat Singh of Shahpura accepted & jagir in Mewar which, after many 
ehanges, is now represented by the Kachhola estateo. 


The Raja fhus holds the Kachhola estate undor the Maharana of 
Mewar, and Shahpura, as part of Ajmer, under the एध Government. 


In 1848 the Chief, Jagat Singh, received a Sanad (No. XXII) from

The ruling family of Bikaner belongs to the Rathor elan of Rajputa. 
Thoe origin of the family is traced to Maharaja Jai Chand of Kanauj, 
whose grandson (or nephew) Rao Siaji came to Pali in Marwar in 1211. 
Jodhpur was founded by his descendent Rao Jodhaji, whose aixth son, 
Rao Bikaji, founded the State of Bikaner in 1466. After conasolidatipg 
his power he conquered Bagor from the Bhattis of Jaisalmer, and 
founded the city ण Bikaner in 1488. Ho died in 1604. Rai Singh, the 
sixth ruler, aucceeded in 1541, and in his time began the connection of 
Hikaner with the Delhi Emperors. Rai Singh became a leader of horso 
in Akhbar's gervice and received & grant गं 52 parganas including Hansi 
und 1118887, and also the title of Raja. Raja Karan Singh, the ninth 
rulor, who succeeded in 1631, and his goons Padam Singh and Resri 
Singh, rendered great services to the Emperor Aurangaeb and received 
a grant of land in the Deccan. Raja Anup Fingh, the tenth rulor, 9180 
rendered important services to the Delhi Emperors and received the title 
01 Maharaja. 


The first Treaty (No. I) between the एतशा Government and Bikaner 
was concluded in 1818 with Surat Singh, who had succeeded in 1801. 
He had applied for the protection of the Britich Government in 1808 
when his territories were invaded by a force from Jodbpur and other 
States, but interference on the part of the Briti Goverument was con- 
trary to the policy काला then prevailed, of withdrawing from all con- 
nection with the Ruling Pripcas to the west of the Jumna. Bibaner, 
however, was embraced in the कमशो scheme of »lliances formed at the 
heginning of the Pindari war. The Maharaja was bound by the Treaty 
ण 1818 to subordinate co-operation, and tho एतशा Government engaged 
to proteet his territories and to redueo his rebellious subjocts to obedience. 
No tribute was exacted; the Bikaner State had paid none ८0 the Mah- 
rattas. 


Surat Singh died in 1828 and was succeeded by his son Ratan Singh. 
Phe नार्थं discuscions with Bikaner had heen regarding disputed boun- 
daries; dut in 1829 ४06 Maharaja, in violation of his treaty engagemento, 
invaded Jaisalmer to avengo some injuries commi ed by Jaisalmer 
8] 6९४8. Jaisalmer prepared an army to repel the invasion, and both 
parties had applied to neighbouring States for assistance when the British 
Government interfered and, through the arbitration of the Maharana of 
Mewar, the dispute was settled, both parties making reparation for the

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injurios dllono. In 1830 prepurations were made by tho Resident at Delbhi 
to send a force to Bikanoer to assist the Ruler in reducing someo rebellious 
nobles. The Resident acted under a misapprehension of the tenor ण 
thhe Gth and 7Tth Artioles of the Treaty of 1818, regarding the elaims of 
४6 State upon the Britich Government for 98618९९. These Articles 
roferred to temporary circumstances and effect was given to their provi-

In 1844 the Bikaner Stato agroed to a scale of duties on goods passing

The principal route from 
Kabul to India lay through Rikaner, and one of the chief advantages 
8600760 by the Treaty of 1818 was the protection of trade on that route. 


Ratan Singh died in 1861 and was succeeded by his son Sardar 
Singh. He did good service during the mutiny, both by sheltering 
European fugitives and by co-operating against the 1९60९98 in the distriects 
of Hansi and Hissar. As 9 reward for these services he received in 1861 
the grant (No. II) of forty-one villages, vhieh some years before had 
been declared to bolong to the Sirsa distriet भात्‌ wero of the annual value 
of Rs. 14,201. In consequence of complaints by the inhabitants of 
the transferred villages, the Maharaja vwas requirod in 1868 to abetain 
णण interfereonce with the rights secured to them under 8 twenty years 
settlement कालो had been made with the एप्त Government in 1866. 
In 1569 the Mahbaraja signifled his intention to exempt these villages 
from all but the usual customs duties; to uphold the Government settle- 
९... aud, in compensation for the 10०8866 sustained by the villagers 
during the seven years vhieh had elapsed since the transfer of the 1908 
to his State, to continus the settlemont for seven years beyond the ०४६७ 
ot its expiry. Sanads were accordingly issued by the Maharaja to the 
villagers and corresponding agreements were taken from them. एण an 
example of each, aoo Appendix No. II. 

In conaæequence of outrages committed from Bikaner on aubjecta 91 
Jodhpur, the Ruler of Bikaner was 17 1861 reminded of his treaty obliga- 
tions. 


In 1862 the Ruler of Bikaner receiyed # 89०9 of Adoption (see

During tho first years 9 Maharaja Sardar Singh's rule the State had 
beeu admiinistered with integrity aud ability by the Minister, Rum Lal.

His widow and the 
principal persons of the State selected as his successor Dungar Singh, a 
descendant of Chhatar Singh, brother of Maharaja Surat Singh. The

6,000 > ७४7, and to supply ४० ४16 8४४४९ 20,000 
maunds 0 891४ 8 year from the salt works at 2091061 and Didwana, 8 & 
prioo not exceeding oight annas a maund. 


In 1887 the Extradition Treaty of 1869 was modified by an Agreement 
(No. ए) providing that, in the extradition of offenders from British India 
to Bikaner, the procedure for the timo being in force in British Indin 
9००1१ be followed. 


Dungar Singh died without issue on the 19th August 1887, having 
previously adopted his only brother the present Maharaja Ganga Singh, 
born on the 3104 October 1880. The adoption was confirmed by 
the Britich Government, and the State wus administered during the 
minority by ४ Regeney Couneil under the presideney भं the Political 
Agent. 

In 1889 an Agreement (No. VI) was concluded with the Darbar for 
the construction of 8 railway hetween Jodhpur and Bikaner at the joint 
expense of the two States. 

{0 1803 an Agreement (No. णा) was entered into between the Gov- 
ernment of India and the Bikaner Darbar, under the Native Coinage 
Act of 1876, for the supply to the State from 8 British Nint of ailver 
60198 bearing on one side the name of the Maharaja; the Maharajs under-

106 principality of Kotah 18 an offahoot from Bundi, and was formed 
about 1579, when 8400 Singh, second son of Rao Rattan Singh of 
Bundi, conquered the country round the present city of ०४४, and held 
it under 9 grant from the Emperor Jehangir. The limits of the State 
616 subsequently extended by conquest to tho east and south, and the 
Stato continued in the family of Madho Singh until the time of Umaid 
Singh, when the Britiah Government formed their firat connection with 
Kotah. Like भा the other Rajput States, Kotah had been despoiled 
by the Mahrattas, and was under obligations, which it was too poor to 
fulftil, to pay tributo to each of the three great Mabratta families of 
तभ, the ए पाह, Scindia and Holkar, as well as to the Peshwa. 


Kotah was saved from absolute एणा by the talents of the Minister, 
Raj Rana Zalim Singh, into whose hands Maharao Umaid Singh 
gurrendered all power. In the course of forty-fivo years he raised 
Kotah 0 the position of one of the most powerful and flourishing 
States in Rajputana. Kotah was one of the first of the Rajput States 
to co-operate with the Britich Government ण the auppression of the 
Pindaris in 1817. Phrough Zalim Singh 9 Treaty (No. 1) was concluded 
with the Maharao in December 1817, by vhieh Kotah was taken पातश 
the protection of tho एनो Government: the tribute formerly paid 
to the Mahrattas was made payable to the British Government. who 
accounted to Scindia for his 5086 ; and the Maharao vna to पातारो 
troopa, according to his means, when required. A supplementary Artiele 
was udded to the Treaty, veating the principality in Muharao एश 
Singh and his hoirs, भाते the administration in Raj Rana Zalim Singh 
and his heirs, in regular succession and perpetuity. The tributary 
elaims on Shahabad, the personal estate of Zalim Singh, were remitted 
01 Kotah restoring to Mewur vome lunds held from that Stute as security 
for 9 bond debt of nine lakhs of rupees. The fidelity and active zeal 
of Zalim Singh in the Pindari war wore further rewarded in 1819 by 
the permanent annexation to the State (No. II) of four distriets ceded 
by Holkar. It was at first intended to make 9 separate grant of these 
distrieta to the Minister; hut he ingisted that they chould be annexed 
to tho Kotah State. 


During the life of Maharao Umaid Singh no inconvenience vwas felt

another; but गा his death in 1820 his auccestor, Kishor Singh, 
attompted to aecure tho actual administration by 10966, Kishor 8100 
was defeated by a Britisb 19८९6, and in 1821 entered into an Engagement 
(No. III) under which he received an allowance of about Ra.

In 1921 
this Regiment was disbanded and in 1922 was replaced by the Mina 
Corps, vhich now representa the Kotah Contingent.

For 80716 years before the death of Ram Singh, the affairs of Kotah 
had been in an unsatisfactory condition. The administration was con- 
ducted by irresponsiblo and unprincipled ministers, and the debts of 
the State at his deatn amounted to 2 lakhs. Sowe slight improvement 
took place on Shatru Sal's kuecession, but it was not of long duration. 
Tho tribute भाव military contribution due to the Britiah Government 
fell repoentedly into arrears, and the debts of the State incrzased to 80 
६108. 116 intemperate habits of the Maharao unfitted him for the ad- 
ministration, whieh was entrusted to unworthy favourites who committed 
gross acts of cruelty and oppression and embezzled the revenues of the 
State. While earnestly advising the Maharao to adopt reforms, the 
एप Government were unwilling to interpose by direct action 80 long 
as there was a hope of efferting the necessary improvements through 
the Maharao. At last tho Maharao himself, despniring of being able 
to effect a reform, voluntarily requeated the interference of the एत्न 
Government, and intimated his willingness to receivo an Indian NMinister 
nominated by them, and to adopt any adwministrative measures that 
might be considered necessary. Accordingly in 1874 Nawab Tais Ali 
Khan Bahadur, formerly Minisſter of Jaipur, was appointed to ad- 
minister the Kotah State subject to the general advice and control of 
the Agent to the (Governor-General. Shatru Sal was prohibited from 


all interference in the affairs of the State, and a suitable allowance waa 
0881706 for his support. 


On the retirement of Fais Ali Khan in 1876, the administration of 
the State was placed in the hands of & British Political Agent ७8815८6 
by a Couneil; but, after the Maharao had to somo extent reformed, it 
waa decided that he should be consulted on matters of importance, and 
certain departments were placed under his apecial directions. The Btate

In 1922 the Stato enaoted laus and regulations to give effeot to the 
proviaions of the International Opium Convention ot 1912.

The tribute payahle by the State to the Britich Government 18

The troops whieh the Maharao is allowed to maintain are limited 
to 16,000 men of all descriptions. The military forces consist (1929) 
of 218 Cavalry, 1,670 Infantry and 209 Artillery men with 118 service- 
able and 76 unservicoable guns. The State also maintains 1,410 Armed 
Police. In 1929 the Kotah Darbar agreed to reorganise the State Force 
and the organiseation of an A elass hbattalion of Infantry was started 
from the 16४0 October 1929 


Xotah Kotris. -The Kotah State pays 9 tribute of Ra. 14, 397. 13 to 
Jaipur for certain fiefss or Kotris. These fiefs were originally ascigned 
ए, and subject to, Bundi, to whom the adjacent fortress of Rantham- 
bhor 9180 belonged. When Ranthambhor was made over to the Emperor 
of Delhi, annual payments were exacted from the holders of the fiefs 
in return for the protection afforded them by the fort. About 1760 the 
Governor of Ranthambhor, rather than let it fall into the hands of the 
Mahrattas, 0806 it over as a trust to Jaipur, who claimed a continuance 
of the payments. The visits of the Jaipur troops for the purpose of 
collecting the dues from the fiefs proving a source of annoyance to 
Bundi, Zalim Singh, Regent of Kotah, undertook in 1823, with the 
concurrenco of the एप्त Government, the regular payment of the 
trihuto; the allegiance of the fiefs was thus transferred from Bundi to 
Kotah. In 1862 it was decided that Jaipur was entitled to interest 
for arrears of the tribute; and, as the payments became more and more 
irregular owing to the disorganisation of the K- ih State, the Darbar 
wero required in 1871 to satisfy tho demands of Jaipur without further 
delay.

In 1825, 
vhen Durjan Sal rebelled against his cousin Balwant Singh, the legiti- 
mate heir to the State of Bharatpur, the (केशे was aupported by the 
Maharaja of Karauli. After the fall of Dhäratpur, however, the 
0909198 made humble profegsions of submission, and it was not thought 
necessary to take serious notice of his conduet. 


Beyond the adjustment of 8016 boundary disputes between Karauli 
and Jaipur, no communications of any importance took place with 
Karauli धा the death of Harbakeh Pal in 1838. He was succeeded by 
his adopted son Partab Pal, who died in 1848, leaving no son and 70 
near male relativo. In consequence of the factions which prevailed 
during the rule of Partab Pal, 9 British officer was on four occasions 
deputed to Karauli to mediate between the parties, but without mueh 
8700688. Narsingh Pal, a minor, was adopted by the family as the 
86668807 of Partab Pal: and, although there wero muny disputes ro- 
garding the guardianship of the hoy, पाला was none regurdinge his 
8९166६00. The Karauli State was at this time in debt to the Rritich 
Government, and the recognition of the adoption of Narsingh Pal was 
withheld धा the first ingtalment chould be paid. This debt was oripin- 
ally incurred by the Maharaja of Karauli to the State of Bharatpur, 
vhieh vas indebted to the Britich Government. In arranging for the 
liquidation of tho Bharatpur debtas Government gave erodit for the 
amount वप्रे from श्ण, and took upon itaelf to recover 1४ from 
Karauli. In 1844 the Karauli debt amounted to Re. 1,654,312. Very 
„advantageous terms कशह given to the Maharaja; he was allowed twelve 
years to pay off the debt by instalments, and no intereat was to be 
eharged except on instalments romaining unpaid. Up to 1847, however,

Maharaja Bhanwar Pal died on the अत August 1927, leaving ४० heir 
either direct or adopted, and was succeeded on the 215 August by the 
present Maharaja Bhom Pal, Rao of Hadoti, born on the 18th June 1866. 
His Majesty the King-Emperor's recognition of his guccession was con-

¶ 0686 fourteen parganas now constitute the State of Bharatpur. 


At the beginning of the Mahratta कथः in 1808, the एनो Govern- 
moent concluded a Treaty (No. XIV) with Ranjit Singh, and in October 
1808 conferred upon him the distriets of Kishangarh, Kattawa, Rewari, 
Gokul भत Sahar. After the battle of Dig, Holkar took refuge in the 
fort of Bharatpur, whither he was pursued by Lord Lake. His aurren- 
der was demanded, एण Ranjit Singh refused to givo him up, and ६१४ 
fort was besieged. Ranjit Singh made a memorable defence and re- 
pelled four ascaults with & 1088 to the besiegers of 3,000 mon. Pearing 
eventual defeat, however, and being unable from the exhaustion of his 
resources to continus the war, Ranjit Singh aurrenderad the fort and 
agreed to expel Holkar from his territories. A new Treaty (No. XV) 
vas ooneluded with him in 1806, by whieh he agreed to pay an indem- 
nity of twenty lakhs of rupees, seven lakhs णं whieh were subsequently 
remitted; कणर the Company confirmed to him धाह territories formerly 
in his possession prior to the acceasion of the छाश Government.

The 
restrictions imposed by these rules wero withdrawn in 1871.

In return the- Britich Government undertook to deliver yearly at 
Sambhar, freo of ००७४ and duty, 1,000 maunds of good salt for the us 
of the Maharaja, and to pay to him Rs. 1,50,000 & year and to certain 
aalt manufacturers and others, through the Maharaja, the sum of 
128. 2, 26, 000 as compensation for चाना loss. 

In 1884 the Bharatpur Darbar abolished all transit duties, with the 
exception of those on liquor, opium and other intoxicating druge, 
throughout धार ७१४४९.

In 1888 the Maharaja offered to place a regiment of cavalry and 
2 battalion of infantry at the disposal of the Government of India for 
Imporial Serrico.

In 1896 it was found 11666889 to take the administration out of the 
hands of Maharaja Ram BSingh: and the control of affairs was vested in 
àCouncil, working under the general aupervision of the Political Agent.

In 189 the Darbar agreed to the introduetion in the State of the 
postal unity 86006116. 

In 1899 an Agreement (No. XIX) was 10806 between the British

Hence it was found 06668887 to make an Engagement 
(No. XXIV) गाधा the Maharao Raja, expressly prohibiting political 
intercourse with other States without the cognirance and approval of 
the Britisb Government; since, although it was understood that no अलो 
interference was permiseible, the Treaty of 1803 contained no {श्न 
elauas to that effect. 


In 1812 Bakhtawar Singh took possession of the forts of Dnobi and 
Sikrawu ४7 adjoining territory belonging to Jaipur, and refused to 
reatore them on the remonstrance of the Regident at Delhi. As this was 
a direet violation of his engagements, it became 9 question vhether to 
diasolve the alliance with him. To this course theroe were many objec- 
tions, in particular that the State would have been left exposed to the 
invasion of Pindari leaders; it was thereforo resolved to compel the 
Maharao Raja to restore the forts and territory to Jaipur. A force was 
moved against him; and, कशा the troopa were within one marech of his 
capital, Bakhtawar Singh yielded, restored the usurped territory, and 
paid three lakhs of rupees as the expenses of the British expedition. 
It was the intention of Government, had actual hostilities taken place, 
to have punished Bakhtawar Singh by resuming the districts conferred 
on him by Lord Lake, and even annexing his entire territories had his 
conduet justified प्रतो & measuro. 


Bakhtawar Singh died in 1815. कना the question was raised 
vhether the lands granted in 1808 chould lapse; Government, however, 
decided that they chould not.

The Maharao Raja was then 
required to agreo (No. XXV) to make a provision, 7४ in land and 
half in money, for Balwant Singh and the lawful heirs of his body. On 
the death of Balwant Singh without issue, the lands reverted to Alwar.

This correspondence, 
though ४ breach of treaty engagements, was not considered to be in itself 
of much importanco. 


Banni Singh died in 1867. After his death the Muhammadan 
Ministers acquired an ascendancy over his minor son and auccessor 
Sheodan Singh. Pheir influence, however, was obnoxious to the Rajput 
nobles, vho 7086 भाते expelled them. The Ministers were compelled 
to reside at Benares under surveillance, and ४ Political Agent was

1) 1862 the Ruler 9 Alwar received 9 Sanad of Adoption (३९८ Part 7, 
No. VIII). 

Sheodan Singh attained his majority in September 1863 and was put 
in charge of the administration; but it was resolved to retain the Political 
Agent at Alwar for a further period of two years. 

In 1866 the State consented to give land required for railway पा 
poses, {766 of cost; to compensate the owners; to cede full jurisdiction 
over this land, short of overeign rights, to the Britisn Government; and 
to currender all transit and other duties on goods passing through the 
State. No formal agreement, however, was coneluded to this effect. 

In 186 the Ruler of Alwar was granted # permanent salute of 15 
guns. 

In the same year an FExtradition Treaty (No. XXVI) was concluded 
with Alwar. 

In 1668 the Government of India arranged an Agreement 
(No. XXVII) for the settlement of matters that had for many years been 
in dispute between the Ruler of Alwar and his feudatory, the Raja ० 
Nimrana (q. v. नव). 

Soon after Sheodan Singh's accession to power, the affairs of the 
State fell into confusion: the Muhammadan Ministers, who had been 
permittod to return from Benares to Delhi on condition of their having 
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no communication with Alwar, regainod their ascondanoy and wielded 
the real power of the State. The discdontent of tho Maharao Raja's 
æubjects chowed itself in an unsuceeseful insurrection headed एङ्‌ Thakur 
Laxhdhir Singh; a settloment was temporarily effocted, but Sheodan 
Singh's extravagance, his Nuhammadau sympathies, and his resumption 
of numerous hereditary holdings and religious grants, widened the 
breach: and the authoritative interferonco of tho एड) Government 
bocamo necessary. In 1810, therefore, tho Maharao Raja vwas deprived of 
power and a Council of Management, presided over by 8 British officer,

When huostilities broke out with Afghanistan in 1919, the Darbar 
aguin placed the resources ग the State at the disposal of the British 
Government, and the Alwar Imperial Service Troops served on the 
frontier. 

In 1921 the Ruler of Alwar was granted a permanent local salute 
of 17 guns within his own territories: and Maharaja वश Singh was 
granted a personal salute of 17 guns. 

In 1923 the State éenacted laws पात्‌ regulations to give effect to the 
provisiuns of the International Opium Convention त 1912. 

In I930 » Salt Agreement (No. XXXIV) was entered into with the 
Maharaja of Alwar in ßupergession of the Agreement of 1879 (No. XXIX)

vention of the importation or consumption in the State of any but 
British duty-paid salt; णिः the abolition of tranait duties; धात्‌ for the 
prohibition of the exportation from the State of bhang, ganju, sepirits, 
opium or other intoxicating drugs or preparations.

Treaty of Sarji Anjangaon ९0761960 in 1803 (2ee Vol. ए, Gwalior, No.

the British Government had made treaties.“ provided that none of the 
territories belonging to the Maharaja aituated to the southward of thoae 
० the Rajas of Jaipur and Jodhpur and the Rana of Gohad, of which 
the revenues had been collectad by him or his Amildars or had been 
applicablo as Saranjami to the payment of his troops, were granted 
avay by 806] Treaties'. This clauseo gave rise to a dispute vhieh for 
aome time threatened ४ breach of the peace established with Soindia, 
vho argued that the treaties he vas bound to reepeot could not embraeo 
the Maharaj Rana of Gohad, inasmuoh as the pretensions of that family 
had been extinet, and their territorios had been in Soindia's poscession, 
for thirty years. The right, however, was elearly with the Britich 
Gorernment, both by the Treaty vith Ambaji Inglia and by conquest: 
and tho diacuscions did not prevent Beindia from ooneluding theo Treaty 
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० defensivo 91118706 with the British Government 77 1804 (5८० एण, V, 
0791107, No. ए), although he chortly afterwards again hasarded this 
alliance by attacking and plundering the camp of the Britisb Resident 
and detaining the Reaident a prisoner. 


One of the obstacles to the establipment of the peaceful policy 
adopted by Lord Cornwallis in 1806 was the retention of Gwalior and 
Gohad from Soindia. The Governor-General deemed it expedient to 
abandon the connection with the Rana, independently of भाङ्‌ reference 
to the aettlement of differences with Scindia; and had no hesitation in 
resolving to transfer to Daulat Rao Seindia the possession of Gwalior 
and Gohad. On this basis the Treaty with Seindia of 1806 (८८ Vol. V. 
Gwalior, No. VI) was concluded, and फ a separate Preaty 
(No. XXXVIII), settled in 1806, tho parganas of Dholpur, Bari and 
Rajakhera were 8881606 to ४6 ` Maharaj Rana of Dholpur. The river 
OChambal thus becameo the boundary between Seindia's territories and 
Dholpur. 


Maharaj Rana Kirat Singh died in 1836, and was succeeded by his 
son Rhagwant Singh. He rendered assistance to the fugitives from 
Gwalior in 1867 ; एप his ministor Deo Hans incurred the displeasure of 
Government by plundering villages in the Agra श्ल. In 1862, in 
consequence of the intrigues of Deo Hans and his attempts to subvert 
BRhagwant Singh's authority, it was found necessary to remove him to 
Benares, 616 he was placed under surveillance. Attempts जशः 
xubsequently made by Deo Hans to regain his position at Dholpur by 
the payment of 9 large sum of money to Bhagwant Singh; but it was 
intimated to the Maharaj Rana that direct communication with Deo 
Hans would subject him to the displeasure of Government.

in the net profits; and that. in the event of the failure of the bridge, the 
ferry at Rajghat ahould revert to Dholpur, Seindia retaining the ferry at 
RKainthri. It was also arranged that the Britisn Government ahould 
collect the tolla and maintain the bridge 80 long as the two States could 
not come to an understanding in respeot of its management. At the elose 
of 1860 Seindia relinquished the consſtruetion of the trunk road भणण 
Gvwalior into the hands of the एतश Government; and it was then 
aettled that, on the bridge heing construeted, both Rulers chould enjoy 
the privilege of & free passage when crossing in person with their suites.

Bhagwant Singh died in 1873, and his minor grandson Nihal Singh 
was recognised as his 876668807. Raja णाता Rao was appointed as 
his guardian, and was invested with general powers of control and 
aupervision in tho administration of the State, subject generally to ४९ 
control of the British authorities. III health compelled him to retiro 
from this office towards tho 01०86 of the samo year, vhen 8 British Officer 
was appointed to the political charge of Dholpur and to supervise ति 1781 
Singh's education. 

In 1819 an Agreement (No. XL) was concluded with the Dholpur 
Darbar for the suppreasion of the manufacture of salt within the Stato, 
and for the prevontion of the import भ consumption within its territories 
of any salt excepting that on कान एश duty had been levied, and of 
the export of bhang, ganja, spirits, opium or other intoxicating drug or 
preparation.

Nihal Singh was invested with full powers of administration in 1888.

On the outbreak of the Great War the Mabaraj Rana placed all 
the resources of his 8४४६९ at the disposal of the Britich Governmoent. 

In 1917 the Government of India sanctioned the tuicing over by the 
Dholpur Darbar, from the Imperial Delhi Committee, of the Mohari- 
Barauli Railway under the terms of the agreement with ४6 Imperial 
Delhi Committee, and its opening for goods and passenger traffie, sub- 
joct to cortain conditions. The Darbar wore allowed to retain jurisdic- 
tion over tho 11968, 

By a Supplementary Agreement (No. XILII) concluded in 19290, the 
Dholpur Darbar wore allowed to levy octroi in municipalities contain- 
ing ४ population of over 2,000 persons, aubjeet to certain conditions. 
In return, the Darbar agreed to forego the compensation paid to them 
by Government for the waiving of this right, and the auin of 18. 60,000 
payable to tho Darbar under Artiele T of the Salt Agreement of 1879 was 
reduced to Re. 26, 788. 

Iu 1921 Maharaj Rana Ddaibhan Singh was granted 8 poersonal

By the Treaty of Mundasor (3८८ Vol. IV, 
Indore, No. II), coneluded in January 1818, Holkar ceded to the 
Britich Government“ भा claims of tribute भत्‌ revenues of every 
description wühiech he hud or might have had upon the Rajput prinees, 
gsuch as the Rajas of Udaipur, Juipur, Jodhpur, Kotah, Bundi, 
Karauli, ete.“.

In 1886 he owed arrears of tributeo amounting to 
about Salim Shahi Rs. 1,70,000; the country was hadly governed and 
was impoverished, and the British Govornment 10086 to assume the 
administration; but the Maharawal promiged amendment, and in 1836 
undertoox (No. XVII) the payment of the trihute भात्‌ arrears in 
iratalments decreasing from Salim 90901. Rs. 65.000 in 1896-9 to 
Ra. 44,385 in 1843.44. Some time after this settloment the Ranswara 
tribute proper is mentioned as एल confined to Salim Shahi Rs. 35.000, 
at which amount it has since atood.

In addition 
to these measures a Political ~ इडा was deputed to Banswara in 
cdirect subordination to the Political Agent, Mewar. His salary and 
that of his office establiahment were defrayed from an increase of Salim 
` शिण Re. 15, 000 (Government 28. 11,741-10), made under 47६८९ 9 
of the Treaty of December 1818, to the yearly tribute levied from 
Ranswara. Mhatevor balance remained of the increased tribute was 
to have heen apent on wvorks of puhlie improvement. In 1884, however, 
it was decided that in future, as the Political Officer was 9140 in charge 
of Partabgarh, not more than Rs. 500 8 month of his pay, plus a fair 
proportion of his travelling and office expenses, 80०91 be charged againat 
the Banswara tributo.

18, 000, were eredited to Government in part 
payment of debt due on account of arrears of tribute.

An onquiry into tho 
circumatanoes of the ९४6९ was held, and it wan ascertained that Banewara 
had committed au unprovoked attack on a ſillage vhich indisputably 
helongei to Partabſarh, and had supported its encroaebments on 
Partuhgarh territory by the produetion of 19196 - evidence. The 
Maharawal ४४8 therefore informed that his full zalute could not be 
restored to him. |

Lachhman Singh died in 1905, and was sueceeded by his eldest aon

Maharawal Shambhu Singh abdicated in 1908, leaving the adminis.

6, 267 to the Rao of Kushalgarh as compensation for 
the 1088 sustained by the Rao on account of the attachment of his 
villages. It was decided that this dum अण्णं be recovered by annual 
remissions of the tribute due hy Kushalgarh to Banswara.

-In 1198 Prithi Raja, the last of the Chauhan dynasty and 
ए of Delhi and Ajmer, was defeated and killed hy Shahah-ud-din, 
vho, however, made over the country to ४ relative of the deceased Raja 
under an engugement for a heavy tribute. The Raja revolted, hut Kuth- 
ud-din reconquered Ajmer, after कलो) it remained, with short intervals, 
under the authority of the Kinga of Delhi, until it fell into the hands 
of the Chiefs of Malwa in 1469. They held it till 1531, कोलो, with the 
Ringdom of Malwu, it was annexed to Gujnrat. The Rathors of Marwar 
then seized it, but Akhar conquered it in 1556, and for 200 years it 
formed an integral part of tbo Moghul empiro. In 1756 the Mahrattas, 
vwhase intervention had been invoked hy the Rajput governors of Ajmer 
and the adjacent tracts, obtaineod possescion of Ajmer; and from that 
timo एर its transfer to British rule in 1818, it remained, with an inter- 
val of only 8 years, in their 09708. 


By the Préaty of the 26th June 1818 (2ee प्याह ए, Gwalior) Daulat 
Rao Seindia, aftor the Pindari war, ceded +€ काल of Ajmer, valued 
0 he treaty at 118. 5,06,484 & yeat, to the Rritich Government; and भा 
the 28४0 qJuly 1918 Mr. Wilder, the firat Britian Superintendent of Ajmer, 
recoived oharge of the distriot from Hapu Seindia, its 188 Mahratta 
fovernor. The details of the tract as then conatituted are contained in 
he firat part of Sehedule II annexed to the Preaty 0 1818. 


Sinee that time tho doompotition of the distriet has undergone but 
littlo change, the only alteration of imiportanee being the addition of ſivo 
villagen कक Artiele 4 of the Treaty of the 1I2th December 1800 with 
Seindia (5९८ Volume प्र, OGvwalior). 


In 1842 the diatriot of Ajmer vas united with that of Merwara णि 
administrativo purposes. 

Meruaura. —The 01810 of Merwara before the occupation of the adja- 
cont तान of Ajmer by the Britich authorities in 1818 18 practically 
a blank. It was inhabited by an independent aud plundering 7806, who 
were 07009०६० from moleſtation by the difficult nature of the hilly traet 
they ००९०१190.

Oaptain Tod, in the name of the Rana of Mewar (Udaipur), कलश 
he was Agent, then undertook the administration of the portion belong- 
ing to Mewar; appointed a governor; raised & corps of matehloek men: 
and began to colleet revenuo. 

0 the Marvar 51119785, 80116 were made over to the Jodhpur Darbar 
and placed under the adjoining Thakurs, while others were managed by 
AMr. Wilder as Superintendent of Ajmer. The latter were köopt under 
control, but disorder reigned in the others. The divided jurisdietion 
gave criminala an asylum, and it was soon found that the triplo govern- 
ment was worse than ineffectual. It was accordingly decided that the

Tho negotiations vith Mewar resulted in an agreement aeëttled in 
May 1828, by vhich the management of the three Mewar-Merwara Par- 
ganas, consisting of 76 villages, was made over to the Britiah Govern- 
ment {07 a period of ten years, the Maharana agreeing to pay Rs. 15,000 
a year towarde the ९०8६ of the local corps.

Accordingly no for- 
mal engagement appears to have been coneluded, and he was not required 
to contribute anything towarda the expenses of management beyond the 
Rs. 15, 000 alreac/ mentioned.

In Mareh 1824, however, 
an Engagement (Part III, Jodhpur, No. IV) waa conctuded with 10६ 
Haurhar similur to that of 1823 with Mewar, hy whieh the State भु 
to make over 21 villages to the Britich Government for 8 years, and to 
pay Rs. 16, 000 per annum towarda the cost of the Mer Corps to be main- 
tained for preserving order. It was understood that each Darbar अणति 
receive the revenue णि their respective villages after deducting the 
cost of their munagement. This arrangement was continued by the 
Agreement णं the 290 October 18396 (Part III, Jodhpur, No. V) for 
nine years more, the Jodhpur Darbar paying 78. 15,000 9 year as before, 
and transferring seven more villages to the Britich Government in addi- 
tion to the 21 villages made over by the engagement of 1824. 


The Mewar Agreement of 1833 and the Jodhpur Agreement of 1895, 
regarding their 1९९0661९ Merwara villages, expired about the sumo timeo 
(1843), and it hecame neceseury to make further arrangements for their 
continuance. The Mewar Darhar agreed to allow their villages to re- 
main under Britisn management 80 long as it might auit the convenienco 
of the Britich Government. The Jodhpur Darbar expressed their readi- 
ness to do likewise, and at the same time the seven additional villages 
पालौ they had tranaferred to the Britich Government in 1836 were 
168६0180 to them.

The Merwara Buttalion remained loyal during the mutiny of 1867 
und received apecial privileges.
